Hives, or urticaria, is a pecu! 
iar condition which is one of the 
so-called allergies. It is recog 
nized by the appearance of red 
dish, swollen spots of variable 
size on the skin, usually accom 
panied by itching and usually 
appearing suddenly 

The urticaria may last for 
only a few hours,\or for days or 
even weeks at a time. It.is what 
maybe called a “nonspecific 
condition, that is, it is not a 
disease of itself but a symptom 
resulting from any one of 
several different kinds of “poi 
soning.” 

There is something special 
about the person who has 
urticaria which makes it pos 
Sibie; for exampie, most peopie 

»Man,..eat,.. sirawherries.... without 
developing hives, but a few 
break out with urticaria if they 
eat even a single berry 


NUMEROUS CAUSES 


Urticaria can develop from 
almost any food of-drug, almost 
any infection, heat, furs, insect 
bites or innumerable other 
causes. Curiously enough, most 
patients with urticaria do not 
show a skin reaction when given 
the skin tests with the offending 
agent i 

The cause of hives should be 
discoyered if possible. If the 
ecause,° whether food or some 
thing ‘else, can be discovered, 
avoidance of that substance wil! 
usually cause the urticaria to | 
disappear and prevent its reap- 
pearance. 

Most medical treatment has | 
been disappointing since there is 
nothing which can be applied to 
the skin to make the hives dis- | 
appear, although the itching can | 
be partly relieved. Epinephrine 
or adrenalin, which is useful in| 
many allergies, has proved dis- | 
appointing. 

Recently a group of, drugs | 
called antihistamine agents, of 
which there are several kinds | 
on the market, “have proved | 
helpful. When properly used, 
they may relieve the symptoms 
for hours, though they do not | 
Cure the underlying cause.
